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Sweeping Red Decree 
Bolsters Family Growth

MOSCOW, July 9.—(A")—The supreme Soviet, in a sweeping de 
cree to strengthen family life, today made divorces much more dif- 
ficult to obtain—comparable with some state laws in America—and 


ted financial aid for large families, ranging u

The decree—causing a sensation 
throughout Russia—also created 
honors fér mother, the highest one 
“Mother Heroine” for women rear- 
ing 10 or more children, revised 
family taxes to encourage births, 
tightened laws against abortion- 
ists, liberalized aid for pregnant 
women, and ordered increased 
production of baby clothes. 

The change in divorce laws was 
especially sweeping, 
voroes as hard or harder to obtain 
in the Soviet Union than in some 
of the United States. 

Heretofore if a husband and 
wife both desired separation they 
could obtain a divorce in Russia 
within a few minutes upon appli- 
cation at a registration office. 
DIVORCE DIFFICULT 

The new decree, which went 
into effect yesterday, requires 
both parties to file a petition in 
court and appear personally be- 
fore a people’s court, which hears 
all the evidence, then seeks to de- 
termine if it cannot effect a recon- 
ciliation. If this is believed impos- 
sible, the petition can be carried 
to a higher court. Witnesses must 
be heard in both courts. 

Should the higher court decide 
to grant a divorce, then the paper 
will be returned with signatures 
to the registration office, where it 
may cost the petitioner anywhere 
®¢rom 500 to 2,000 rubles ($95 to 
$380). . 

The new divorce ruling is prob- 
ably the most sweeping change 
made by the Russians toward es- 
tablishing stronger family ties and 
in keeping with’ the current em- 
phasis on religion, children and 
motherhood. 

From now on to obtain a di- 
vorce in the Soviet Union, per- 
sons must have a good reason, and 
must prove them. 

No longer will such explanations 
as “I can’t get along with my 
wife” or “My husband gets on my 
nerves” do. 

How long such a procedure will 
take wasn’t indicated, but it would 
appear that considerable time 
would be needed. 

AID FOR MOTHERS 

As for family benefit payments 
—formerly given only to mothers 
with seven or more offspring— 
such aid now begins for mothers 
with two or more children.

Mothers having two children 
are entitled to relief for every 
child born after today. 


Mothers whose marriages are 
not registered will receive this 
state relief unti] the children are 
12 years old, and if they want to 
send the child or children to a 
state boarding school, this will be 
done at state expense. 

The new decrees also put addi- 
tional emphasis on big families by 
enacting new taxes for both the 
man and wife who have less than 
three children. 

Childless citizens must pay 6 
per cent of their yearly income; 
citizens with only one child 1 per 
cent; citizens with two or three 
children one-half of 1 per cent. 


SOLDIERS EXEMPTED - 


Persons affected by the taxes 
are males between 20 and 50, and 
females between 20 and 40, Ex- 
emptions are granted to Red army 
men and their wives. 

Other exceptions include par- 
ents who lose children in the war; 
students under 25; invalids and 
cripples. 

The new decrees made wide- 
scale change in marriages, cancel- 
ing all legal rights of unmarried 
persons, but allowing persons now 
living together but not registered 
to change the situation by becom- 
ing registered. 

Before the passing of the new 
decree, a mother whose marriage 
was not registered could appeal to 
the court for ascertaining the 
father and claim alimony for sup- 
port of the child. The new decree 
wipes this out. 

The decree further ordered the 
Council of People’s Commissars to 
see that marriage ceremonies are 
made more solemn, 


The government also enacted 


new exemptions for pregnant 


to women rearing six and five) 


women. Their leave from work 
was extended from the present 63 
days to 77—35 before birth and 
42 afterward. Pregnant women 
will receive a double food ration 
after six months of pregnancy.

When he died, Gen. Glancy’s 
son-in-law and daughter, Mr. and 
Mrs. Richard Hull, felt keenly the 
need for hospital facilities nearer 
home. They joined in a commu- 
nity-wide program to get a clinic 
established. 

The hospital which, although 


actually in operation for two 


months, was formally opened to- 
day treats an average of 600 per- 
sons a month, either as in-patients 
or through the out-patient clinic. 
Dr. Sylvester Cain Jr., of Nor- 
cross, five miles away, spends two 
days a week at the hospital and 
is on call constantly. 


‘GODSEND TO DOCTORS’ 

He displayed the modern scien- 
tific devices which the hospital 
has and described them as “a God- 
send” to the doctors and their pa- 
tients in north Georgia. The hos- 
pital is at present doing a boom- 
ing maternity business with a to- 
tal of 12 babies already delivered 
there and is equipped for X-ray, 
metabolism tests and emergency 
surgery. After the war, Gen. 
Glancy said, the hospital will be 
expanded and will include a den- 
tal clinic as well. 

The Glancy Memorial hospital 
is the only institution in this sec- 
tion to admit Negro patients and 
a representative delegation of Ne- 
gro citizens joined in the dedica- 
tion ceremonies.

Two Sentenced 


By Free French 


CHERBOURG, July 9.—()—A 
Free French court, sitting in 
France for the first time since the 
German conquest, sentenced two 
young men yesterday to life im- 
prisonment for spying on Allied 
troops. | 


U. S. officers attending the trial 
expressed surprise that the death 
sentence had not been assessed, 
but they were not inclined to dis- 
agree with the judges, who recog- 
nized extenuating circumstances. 

The lawyer assigned to the de- 
fense argued that the defendants 
were almost children when the 
war began and grew up without 
paternal guidance at a time when 
leading figures of France, such as 
Vichy Chief of State Petain, were 
advocating collaboration. 


The defendants admitted their 
guilt and threw themselves on the 
mercy of the court. The court had 
charged thém “with crimes com- 
mitted against France and her 
allies.” 

The two had been caught by 
peasant Patriots while trying to 
pass through the lines and vere 
thoroughly beaten up before being 
turned over to. the authorities. 

Sentence was passed in the grim 
Palais de Justice, where little 
more than a month ago the Ger- 
man Gestapo sat.

LONDON, July 9.—(4)—Approx- 
imately 1,000 U. S. heavy bombers, 
with a fighter escort of equal 


size, closed in on Hitler’s Europe 
from the west and south today, 
joining Allied tactical air units in 
a campaign designed to starve out 
the German war machine—a cam- 
paign which is beginning to show 
concrete results on the Normandy 
battle front. 


As Britain-based U. S. Flying 
Fortresses and Liberators in one 
of*their three attacks of the day 
hammered bridges in the area of 
Tours in France; an armada of 
U. S. Fifteenth Ajr Force heavy 
bombers streamed up from Italy 
and rained blows on refineries on 
the Romanian oil center of Ploesti. 

Other Fortresses and Liberators 
from BritaiN smashed the Nazis’ 
flying bomb launching sites and 
related ingtallations in the Pas de 
Calais area of France and pounded 
a German-held airfield at Chateau- 
dun, some 75 miles southwest of 
Paris. Four U. S. heavy bombers 
and three fighters were missing 
from the Tours, Chateaudun and 
Pas de Calais attacks. 


Fighter-escorted RAF Lancasters 
and Halifaxes also joined the cam- 
paign against the flying bomb 
sites, attacking several installa- 
tions in northern France. One 
Brtish bomber was missing.

General Charles DeGaulle, leader of the Fighting French, the 
armies of France outside of German control, is now in Washington, 
-where he has conferred with President Roosevelt, Secretary of 
- State Hull and other American leaders. 

It is hoped th&t this occasion will result in ending that series 

of misunderstandings which has clouded our past official relations 
with General DeGaulle. 
As far as can be gathered, the crux of the difference rests on 
_the degree of recognition we shall accord to, DeGaulle, Insofar 
as it is merely accepting appointees of the French Committee of 
Liberation, as civil officials for liberated France, there should be 
no difficulty. 

If, however, DeGaulle is insisting that he be given full recogni- 
tion as the “head of a state’—France—there may be doubt if we 
can meet him in tulf For that would amount to placing a man 
in power in France who had not been so elected by the people. 
* ‘This government would prefer to co-operate fully with DeGaulle 
in the immediate task of freeing his country from its German 
conquerors, but leaving the decision as to the government of 
France to free election of all the French people when they are in 
position to freely cast their votes as they wish. 

DeGaulle was made a symbolic name, the symbol of Fighting 
“Frenchmen all around the world, when the British used him to 
rally his countrymen after the French capitulation in 1940. The 
sole issue with DeGaulle today seems to be whether he shall forget 
ambitions of self in the cause of patriotism and the freeing of his 
country, or whether he shall play the role of opportunist who 
would place his own postwar political fortunes ahead of all other 
‘considerations.

John L. Lewis, of the United Mine Workers, 
has launched his campaign in behalf of the Re- 
publican nominee with an article in the current ‘ 
Collier’s. It is titled “Not Guilty.” | ceed 

A great many things have been said about John L. Lewis, head 
of the \powerful and wealthy United Mine Workers of America. 
Some of them were foolish, hysterical things. Some were true. 

This article confirms what re have believed, and often writ- 
ten, in estimation of the man. He is one of the shrewdest, ablest 
mén in this country—and perhaps the most dangerous. His con- 
suming ambition, apparent in most of his utterances, as in thi 
magazine article, is to control the politics of this nation and to 
hold in his hands the power to crush all who oppose him. 

He is a convincing man. He has knowledge. 

He possesses a native knowledge of psychology. Invariably he 
gets the psychological jump in disputes whith become public. 

To be honest one must say that he has done a good job in behalf 
of men who needed a job done for them. The exploitation of coal 
miners is one of the mast sordid chapters in the labor history of 
this nation. In most of his fights I think he has been right. 

The elements of greatness are in the man, but they are nullified 
by his enormous vanity and his cold determination to be the over- 
lord of this nation, a sort of fuehrer at whose words federal offi- 
cials, the courts and governments of the various states will tremble. 


INCONSISTENCY snag 
is is convincing if one does not read it 


carefully. He is a fighter. He long ago learned an attack is the 
best defense. Many a time he has shouted down his opposition 
and won his fight by outhollering them. 

He attempts this in his article, which is well done. 
of spoken words, inconsistencies not always are apparent. 
may read them. 

He spends two-thirds of his article building up his theme. 
This is his charge (strictly an opinion) that the War Labor. Board 
was, or rather would have been, unfair to him. 

Therefore he boastfully, and even gleefully, states that he and 
his associates ignored these “strutting little men.” 

But, a few paragraphs farther on he is saying that one of the 
demands made by him to the government was that they make the 
operators “obey the law of the land.” 

It was all right for John L. Lewis to flout a government ruling, 
but he demanded the operators (for whom I make no brief) obey 
government rulings.

The vanity of the man, and the power-lust of the man, are 
apparent to even a high school psychology student when he 
writes, “some of them (jhe operators) crept to our door.” 

When he denounces a decision by the WLB panel of three he 
does so because, “incredibly enough, not one of the three had ever 
been in a coal mine.” | 

The WLB of necessity had to make decisions in many. indus- 
tries. To insist that its members should include only men who had 
worked in those industries would have had the effect of adding 
literally hundreds of men to the WLB. 


THE BUILD-UP It is a smart, a very smart, piece of writing. 
It has weight because the cause of the miners 


is, and was; a just one. It is important to read it carefully, be- 
cause the real Lewis shows through the few cracks in the article. 

Lewis castigates press and radio along with railroads, steel 
companies, business and the operators. The press and radio, he 
charges, carried out a false campaign against him and the miners. 

That simply is not true. The facts are that most newspapers, 
including this one, held from the beginning the miners were en- 
titled to the increase asked. The objection all along has been to 
the arrogance of John L. Lewis and his obvious effort to make 
himself dictator of all labor in America. Only recently the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, seeing the plot between Lewis and Big 
Bill Hutcheson to take over the Federation, refused to permit him 
and his miners back into the Federation.

1 stand firmly with the over- 
whelming majority of my fellow 
citizens in that great wide area 
of agreement ... clearly ex- 
pressed by the Republican Mack- 
inac Declaration, and adopted in 
the foreign policy plank of this 
convention.”—Thomas E. Dewey, 
in his acceptance speech at Chi- 
cago. ’ 

The attitude of the Republican 
party, as expressed in its Mack- 
inac declaration, its foreign policy 
plank, and by its presidential nom- 
inee is not fundamentally differ- 
ent from the attitude of President 
Roosevelt, the State Department, 
and the administration as a whole. 
It is really no party issue. Mr. 


Roosevelt is closer to Mr. Dewey 
than he is to Mr. Wallace, or than 
Mr. Dewey is to Gov.

Despondent GOP 
Grasping at Straws 


WASHINGTON—There are two current no- 
tions about the national political campaign now 
getting under way which are giving Republicans 

“ cause to be hopeful. 


One is that regardless of how the presidential contest may go 
in. November the lower house of congress is all but sure to go 
Republican. 

The other has to do with the effect an early ending of the war 
in Europe would have on the presidential election. 

Most Republicans profess to believe that any sudden ending of 
Yhe war against Germany in the summer or early fall would be 
highly beneficia] to the party’s chances. Some of the public sen- 
timent polls have tended to support this view, particularly those 
which indicate that Mr, Roosevelt would run better as a war presi- 
dent than he would if peace were restored, 

Both notions have something of an illusory quality. They will 
not stand the test of sound analysis. : 

Republican hopes of carrying the house in the coming elections 
are based, largely, on the trend shown in most recent off-year 
congressional contests, plus the considerable gains recorded in the 
1942 elections. With a few exceptions most of the s al elections 
that have been held during the past two years to house vacan- 
cies have been won by Republicans. | 

Leaders of the party assume from this that the trend will be 
continued in November and that they will pick up enough seats 
to control the house. 

Such an assumption, however, is not in keeping with historical 
facts. It presupposes that @ majority of the voters, even though 
favorably disposed toward President Roosevelt, will split the ticket 
and cast their ballots for a Republican house while supporting the 
President for a fourth term. 

No incident in history is recalled where that has happened 
before. The rule has been for congressional elections to go as the 
Yresidential contest goes. 


ANOTHER ERROR Another mistake the Republicans are 

making is that they forget the history of 
other presidential elections in which Mr. Roosevelt has been a 
candidate. In the off-year elections’of 1934 and 1938 the Demo- 
crats lagged far behind their usual gains recorded when the Presi- 
dent was up for re-election. 

In other words, as most observers see it, it is far more logical 
to assume that if Mr. Roosevelt is elected to a fourth term he will 
carry the house with him, just as he did in the three previous 
times when he was a cendidate. And the size of the Democratic 
house majority will depend, it is reasonable to suppose, on the 
size of his electoral vote. 

Only in a very close presidential election would we be likely 
to find a divided government control, wherein the President was 
a member of one party and the house controlled by the oppo- 
sition. 

The second notion about an early ending of tre war in Europe 
helping the Republican nominee, Governor Thomas E, Dewey, 
seems equally fallacious, 

Obviously there was a time when that would have been true. 
Had the war ended some months earlier, for example, there are 
grave doubts that Mr, Roosevelt would have consented to become 
a fourth-term candidate. 

But few believe that even decisive developments on the Euro- 
pean front within the next fortnight could affect the situation now, 
Certainly it would not affect the fourth-term draft. . 

The presidential! campaign might be crucially influenced by 
a sudden collapse of Germany during the coming months before 
election, but most observers seem to agree that i. is too late now 
for the issues relating to the war to be eliminated from the came- 
paign. For one thing, the nearer we approach to victory the 
clearer it becomes that the problems related to peace are insep- 
arable from those connected with the war. - 

Some Democratic spokesmen: go so far as to say that the con- 
sequences of an early Nazi collapse would actually augment Mr. 
Roosevelt’s strength. In support of this view, it is pointed out 
that he would be expected to profit from the public enthusiasm 


over the efficient conduct of the war. 

SHIFT STRATEGY But more im nt than this is the belief 
that any sudden termination of the con- 

flict would emphasize Governor Dewey’s vulnerability as a peace- 

maker. ‘ 

Should the war end before November the Democrats would 
immediately shift the emphasis to these points: 

Mr. Roosevelt’s background of knowledge of postwar world 
organization plans, as gained from his close association with Allied 
government _ heads. . ’ 

The greater influence Mr. Roosevelt would be expected to have 
at the peace conference, by virtue of contacts esteblished at the 
Casablanca, Quebec, Teheran and Cairo conferences. 

Governor Dewey would be sure to suffer in any comparison 
on these points, 

Finally, there is the war in the Pacific which will still be going 
on regardless of what happens in Europe. It still wouid be possible 
for Democrats to make an effective appeal for electing the Presi- 
dent to finish: the job.

Yanks Return 
German Nurses 


(Picture on Page 1) 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
AT CAUMONT, July 9—(#)— 
Eight German nurses, captured in 
an underground hospital near 
Cherbourg, were returned by the 
Americans through enemy lines 
today in the second no-man’s-land 
truce of the beachhead. 

Last Sunday eight nurses taken 
in the Pasteur hospital in Cher- 
bourg were returned to their coun- 
trymen. The little battlefield 
drama was repeated this after- 
noon. 

An attempt was made to con- 
tact the Germans by radio to ar- 
range the transfer, but the mes- 
sages were not answered. So in 
midafternoon Lt. Kenneth J. Cal- 
ligan, of Milwaukee, Wis., and an 
interpreter left the American lines 
within a few hundred yards of 
this town. They walked slowly 
toward the enemy lines carrying a 
white flag. 

“We walked for about 600 yards 
down the road toward Sept Ven- 
tes without seeing anything,” Cal- 
ligan said, “and then a voice be- 
hind us’ ordered us to halt. We'd 
passed through the German posi- 
tion without seeing it.” 
BLINDFOLDED 

Calligan and the interpreter 
were blindfolded and made to sit 
on a bank facing the American 
lines while a German soldier went 
to find an officer. 

“It was one hell of a feeling 
to be sitting there blindfolded be- 
tween the lines,” Calligan said. 
“They hadn’t heard our radio mes- 
sage and there we were walking 
right into their positions.” 

After a few minutes a German 


captain, a lieutenant and several / 


enlisted men came up and re- 
moved the bandages. _ 

“They clicked heels and salut- 
ed and asked what we wanted,” 
the lieutenant said. “I explained 
the situation. They agreed and I 
came back to get the nurses while 
the interpreter stayed behind to 
see that the Germans didn’t try 
to come any closer to our lines.” 

Two ambulances, each carrying 
four nurses, drove down the road 
with Capt. Quentin Roosevelt ac- 
companying them, They stopped 
we the German nurses climbed 
out. 

Drivers of the ambulances were 
Pfc. Herman Yehle, Dupont, 
Wash., and Pfc. Arthur Wolde, 
Medford, Long Island, N. Y. 

“Those Germans were armed to 
the teeth,” Yehle said, “but I felt 
a lot cleaner, because they looked 
like they hadn’t had a bath since 
D-Day.” 

NO HEIL HITLER 

“Yeah,” said Wolde, “but they 
saluted our way and not like Hit- 
ler. The officers said heil to the 
nurses and clicked heels, but no- 
body said heil Hitler. I guess 
maybe they don’t like that stuff 
any more.” 

The transfer took place at 5 p. 
m. and required only a few min- 
The officers saluted and 


nurses fairly well. 

“T'll see you in Munich and buy 
you a drink of cognac,” one nurse 
told the chaplain on parting. 

“T’'ll be seeing you in two 
weeks,” the chaplain laughed.

Moultrie Cash 


By GRADY ADAMS. 
MOULTRIE, Ga., July 9.—With 
the watermelon season drawing t>) 
a close in the lower part of the 
Georgia belt, observers, shippers 
and buyers describe the 1944 crop 
from a money standpoint the big- 
gest ever mo«-l1 from this area. 
This, too, despite the fact that the 
growers were hampered by a bad 
planting season and a drouth dur- 
ing a large part of June. 


Through Friday a total of some 
2,750 cars had been shipped from 
Georgia. About 2,100 of these 
moved by rail and the balance by 
trucks, which operated extensive- 
ly early in the season. It is esti- 
mated that the melons sold for an 
average price of $350 per car—and 
this is believed to be conservative. 
This would mean that nearly $8,- 
400,000 has been distributed among 
the growers. 1 


The bulk of-the melons shipped 
from the state, prior to this week, 
were grown in Colquitt, Thomas, 
Mitchell, Brooks and Lowndes 
counties. In all of thege counties 
there are a number of areas which 
were not seriously affected by the 
drouth. Growers around the rail- 
road yards said the “movement 
from the Moultrie section will be 
very light next week.” :: . 

In connection with the prices 
that have prevailed this season it 
was recalled by “old-timers” that 
hundreds of cars have been 
shipped from south Georgia for 
only $25 or $30 per car. This year 
it was pointed out that it has cost 
an average of $30 per car to oes 
every car that has been shipped.

WASHINGTON, July 9—(7)— 
General Charles de Gaulle worked 
today on plans for the liberation 
of France after concluding his 
conversations with President 
Roosevelt, pronounced successful 
on both sides.

De Gaulle took time out this 
morning to attend mass at a small 
Washington church. By messenger 
he dispatched a present for Pres- 
ident Roosevelt to the White 
House, a unique mode! submarine, 
about a yard and a half long. 

The model, a working reproduc- 
tion of a real submarine, was 
made by workers in the arsenal at 
Tunis, after its liberation, and 
presented by them to General de 
Gaulle. 

It plunges, fires torpedoes, and 
is SO complicated that a big red 
book of instructions goes with it.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—(®)— 
Democratic Sen. Tom Stewart, of 
Tennessee, said today his party 
can bolster itself in the south and 
west by adopting a platform 
plank advocating favorable petion 
on longstanding pleas of those 
areas for rail rate parity with the 
east. 


He intends to sponsor at the 
Chicago convention, he added, a 
plank which would call on con- 
gress to equalize freight rates by 
legislation ifthe Interstate Com- 
merce Commission fails to order 
adjustments in presently pending 
cases. 


“It is plain that if the Republi- 
cans win in November the south 
and west can just forget their 
ideas of having wiped out the ex- 
isting discriminations against 
them on manufactured products,” 
Stewart declared. 


“Gov. Dewey, the GOP nomi- 
nee, already is on record strongly 
opposing any change in the pres- 
ent freight rate setup favoring his 
state and the rest of the east. He 
made a formal statement to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
a year ago taking this position.” 


‘The ‘Tennessean recalled that in 
a senate speech he had predicted 
Dewey’s words “will live to haunt 
him” and had deplored them as 
“a narrow and provincial view- 
point which gives strong intima- 
tion of sectional prejudice.” 
Southern and western interests 
have argued before the ICC that 
high freight rates on manufactur- 
ed goods have resultec in retarding 
their industrial growth and social 
and economic advancement.

GAINESVILLE, Ga., July 9.— 
H. Bryce Ward, 58, prominent 
Gainesville businessman and civic 
leader, is in the Hall county jail 
under a charge of assault with 


intent to murder in connection 
with the shooting Saturday night 
of Miss Adell Reed, member of a 
well-known Hall county family, 
according to Sheriff W. A. Crow.

Accounts of the shooting were 
to the effect that a party which 
included Ward, Mr. and Mrs. Dor- 
sey, Miss Reed. and Miss Margaret 
Palmour had just completed sup- 
per and the latter two had started 
down the steps, when Ward, who 
had gone to his apartment, again 
appeared and fired at the two 
women as they went down the 
stairway, Crow stated.

Miss 
Reed stated that Ward had shot 
her, but she did not know the rea- 
son why, the sheriff said. 

Ward did not make a statement 
then, nor has he since he was ar- 
rested, but he did not deny the 
shooting, according to the sheriff. 
Mr. and Mrs. Dorsey had returned 
to their apartment and did not wit- 
ness the shooting, it was stated. 

A 32-caliber revolver was used, 
and was surrendered to the sheriff 
when Ward was arrested.

F ifth Takes Volterra, 
Hub Guarding Leghorn 


ROME, July 9.—(4)—The Fifth Army has captured Volterra, the 
last good mountain road hub guarding the approaches to Livorno | ; 
(Leghorn) and Allied vanguards were fighting today within 10 miles 


of the great Tyrrhenian port—aflame 
the enemy to destroy naval stores, 


Fighting raged on above the 
town, whose fall accompanied gen- 
eral advances all along the line. 

But the Germans threw in coun- 
terattacks from one end of the 155- 
mile front to the other and prog- 
ress of Allied troops was slow in 
their drive toward the Gothic line 
above Pisa, Florence and Rimini. 

The Germans threw the veteran 
90th Armored Grenadier Division 
of North African fame into the 
battle for the mountain town of 
Volterra, but the Doughboys out- 
flanked it by seizing positions 
slightly to the northwest and 
northeast. 

The Fifth Army was pinned 
down on the coast road within 10 
miles of Livorno, but it managed 
toe make slight gains north and 
northwest of Rosignano, three 
miles inland. 

A huge fire was raging in Livor- 
no, and the Germans were believ- 
ed to be making the port—which 
may become the springboard for a 
summer offensive against the 
Gothic line—as unusable as pos- 
sible before the Allies march in. 

At the other end of the front, 
Italian troops fighting alongside 
the Poles in the British Eighth 
Army captured Filottrano, 15 
miles southwest of the Adriatic 
port of Ancona. 

The Poles advancing northwest- 
ward in an enveloping movement 
from Osimo were within eight 
miles of Ancona. 

There was bitter fighting along 
the Arno river valley from five to 
seven miles south of Arezzo, 
which is 36 miles southeast of 
Florence. 

A see-saw battle raged on Monte 
Castiglion Maggio, where the Brit- 
ish beat off three savage counter- 
attacks but were unable to ad- 
vance through heavy defensive 
fire on the mountain’s broad 
slopes.
